Some Early History 
of Comanche County 


BY F. M. H O LM SLEY. 


[ Editors Note— We art* sure 
this will prove of much interest 
to many of our readers and it 
there are others possessing any­ 
thing of historical value concern­ 
ing the early history of Comanche 
county, we would be more than 
pleased to have it.]

Dear Sir: Kefering to a state­ 
ment in your paper of August 1», 
I would like to make a correction 
The statement was that T.J. Ilolm- 
sley was credited with plowing 
the first furrow in Comanche 
county with a forked stick. This 
is a mistake. 
The plow used was a large 
prairie breaking plow, with beam 
10 feet long and with 
wooden 
wing for turning the sod. 
Such 
were common in Texas at 
that 
time. 
The team used was six yoke 
of oxen, driven by Jim Taylor. 
The plow was held 
by 
T. #J. 
Holmsley, then a young man. The 
plowing was done on B. Jj Holni- 
sley’s place in 18;>4. 
This place 
is now owned by J. W. Cunning­ 
ham. 
B. J. Holmsley was one of the 
members 
of 
Mercer’s 
colony, 
which was formed in Georgetown 
an 1853. 


The members were d<*ssi** Mer­ 
cer 
and 
family, 
Dr. 
Hansom 
Truggle and family, F. M. Collins 
and family and B. J. Holmsley 
and family. 
This colony arrived in what is 
now Comanche county in the sum­ 
mer of 1854.
